$1000 OFFER IS TOLD 





“Private” John Allen Names 
Vote-Seller, Fist Fight 
Stopped.

JACKSON, Miss., April 3.—Warrants 
were issued from the sheriff’s office 
today for the arrest of “Private’’ Johr 
Allen of Tupelo, Representative Charles 
Doherty of Tunica County, State Sena- 
tor, Charles F. Engle of Natchez, Sam 
Ham of Clarksdale and T. G. James of 
‘Sharkey, the two last named being 
rrominent delta planters, on the charge 
of poker playing. Four other 
known citizens, two of whom ag 
serving in the Legislature, were 
ed on the same charge, but their 
have not been revealed. 

Several of the men mads candid con- 
fessions to the grand jury, ‘‘Private’’ 
John Allen leading the way. He was 
before the body as a witness testifying 
to his, knowledge that Representative 
J. O. Cowart of Jefferson Davis Coun- 
ty offered to sell his vote‘in the auna- 
torial contest for $1000, when the forc- 
man of the grand jury asked him if ne 
knew of any gambling in Jackson <ur- 
ing the legislative session, Allen -or- 
fessed that he took part in a game in 
Representative Charles Doherty’s room 
at the Edwards Hotel, and the indict- 
ments followed. .The others involved 
also made confessions. 

Precautions to prevent further out- 


were taken today by the summon- 
ing of the sergeants-at-arms, who 
will be present until the session 
ends. The attempt of Senators Tucker 
and Banks to engage in a fist-fight is 
responsible for the arrangcment. 


Fight Averted in Senate. 

Tucker, as counsel for Senator Bilbo, 
had asked L. C. Dulaney if United 
States Senator Leroy Percy did not pay 
the expenses of all of the opposing can- 
didates except Vardaman. 

‘‘Any man who says or insinuates that 
anybody paid the expenses of my friend 
Congressman Byrd is a liar, as false as 
h—1,"" shouted Banks, as he dashed to- 
ward Tucker. 

Tucker accepted the challenge and ad- 
vanced to meet his opponent when mu- 
tual friends interfered and kept the 
combatants apart. Chairs and tables 
were overturned in the struggle and the 
Senate chamber was a scene of utmost 
disorder.

Health Commissioner Bond estimates

He 
thinks 20 men working in various dis- 
tricts of th» city would ‘be the least 
number the city should: employ in the 
task. 

Much cheaper, Dr. Bond balibrenis 
would be a senii-annual ‘ ‘rat day,’’ on 
which St. -Louisans might conduct a 
warfare on the rodents with poison ana 
traps supplied by the city. 

Poison suitable for the destruction of 
rats is highly expensive, Dr. Bond says. 
If the House of Delegates cares to de- 
clare a “rat day,” it will be with the 
understanding tMat Dr. Bond will not 
be responsible for the lives of- their con- 
stituents. He warns them that before 
undertaking this campaign of destruc- 
tion children and domestic animals must 
be carefully watched lest they poison 
themselves. 

All this statistical information about 
rats~came in response to a resolution 
introduced by Delegate Gallagher, who 
thinks the rodents are a menace to the 
public health.

SUUTHERN WANTS 
$100,000 MORE AS 
BRIDGE DAMAGES 


Reber Calls Road’s Approach 
Demand “Attempt to 
“Strong-Arm the City.” 











In addition to a demand for $12,000 
an acre for that part of its land tra- 
versed’ by the east approaches ofthe 
Free Bridge, the Southern § Railway 
Company will claim from St. Louis 
$150,000 as damages. 

This notice has been given Mayor 


Kreismann by officials of the Southern 
company, and he will, Saturday, call 
a conference of delegates and council- 
men to discuss the situation with them. 

President Reber of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements has expressed him- 
self to members of the House of Dele- 
gates as “shocked by the Southern’s 
demand.” He described it as an ‘‘at- 
tempt to strong-arm the city.” 

The city will require and has started 
to condemn 7% acres of the Southern’s 
land. At $12,000 an acre that much will 
cost about $87,000. If the claim of 
$150,000 is allowed for damages it. will 
require an expenditure of $237,000 for a 
right-of-way across the Southern’s 
property, a distance of 6000 feet. 

As it is proposed to have an approach 
at least 10,000 feet long, the cost of 
land alone would be nearly $500,000 ot 
the owners of land follow the example 
of the Southern Railway company. 

Officials at the City Hall are not in- 
formed on what grounds the Southern 
will base its claim for damages, but it 
is presumed the company will contend 
that. the building of the approaches 
over its tracks will be a detriment. 

Friends of the Free Bridge point to 
the Southern’s claim of damages as 
a corroboration of their statement that 
the Municipal Assembly should not have 
been 80 generous to the Iron ‘Moun- 
tain, another proprietary line of the 
Terminal Association, until all the 
owners of the monopoly had made 
reasonable concessions to the city. 


As soon as its first offer was re- 
jected, the Southern made another 
through Vice-President Spencer, Sat- 
urday afternoon.

“If you will swing the free bridge 
north of the line you have chosen,” 
Said the Southern to the city, “and

LIFE-RISK, THEIR PLEA 
Employers Moved by Argu- 


ment Many Are Scarred or 
Lose Eyesight.

Like two Portias, pleading the cause 
of their-nearly 400 girl and women asso- 
ciliates, Misses: Sarah Aldrich and Clara 
Derkoski, members of the Beer Bottlers’ 
Union, are arguing their case before the 
wealthy master brewers of St. Louis. 

So successful have these advocates 
been that they already have obtained 
for themselves and their comrades a 
substantial raise in pay this week, but 
they are holding out for more. 

They and their associates, they say, 
are toilers whose employment places 
them in jeopardy daily, either of, being 
wounded or of losing their eyesight, 
and they are arguing for more pay for 
the risks they take. 

Hardly a day passes, they assert, 
when nine or ten of them are not in- 
jured by bursting bottles, and more 
than one of them has been bDiinded 
when struck by flying glass. 

.Union Has 376 Members. 

These young women are beer bottlers 
and bottle Wrappers. They have an 
organization of their own, which is 
known as Branch 1 of Local 187, Beer 
Bottlers’ Union. This branch was 
formed two months ago, and meets each 
Monday night in Dewey Hall, at. 2301 
South Broadway. There are 376 mem- 
bers. 

At the last meeting: the union de- 
cided to ask their employers for a raise 
of pay. 
$9 a week instead of the $6.50 now re- 
ceived, and the wrappers $8 instead ef 
$4.50. 

A few of the breweries are now pay- 
ing the higher scale. they say, and the 
desire of the girls is to establish a uni- 
form wage scale.

GREAT AMERICAN FOE s. 
HE second volume of “The History 
ih of Great American Fortunes,’’ by 
Gustavus Myers, opens with an 

account of various {illegal methods em- 
ployed by land grabbers in getting pos- 
session of the public domain, but fs tak- 
en up mainly with the creation and 
the expansion of the Vanderbilt. and the 
Gould fortunes. The extraordinary suoc- 
cesses of. Cornelius Variderbilt and of) 
Jay Gould are sufficient to make a good 
story, if well told, but in this work the 
aim is solely that of presenting them as 
the results of various kinds of fraud 
and crime. . 

It is to be regretted this work was 
not undertaken with a clearer appre- 
ciation of the value of impartiality and 
accuracy. A genuine history of the de- 
velopment of great fortunes in this 
country would be a valuable contribu- | 
tion to history, to soclology and to po- 
litical economy. The magnitude of these 
fortunes is, of course, due to the 
extraordinary increase of wealth caused 
by the augmentation of labor-saving ma- 
chinery, but the gathering of so large 
a proportion of the total national store 
of vested property into the hands of a 
comparatively few men is due partly to 
the skill of those men and partly to 
the stupidity of the public. It is there- 
fore a matter of real interest to the na- 
tion to have the means and methods of 
the great exploiters revealed in an 
authentic narrative. ‘The present work 
does not give that sort of revelation. 
There is a large mass of facts and fig- 
ures presented, but the argument based 
upon it is unfair and‘ prejudiced. A 
work, therefore, that might have been 
widely interesting and permanently val- 
unable, has been distorted into what is 
hardly better than an elaboration of 
magazine muck raking. In a way, how- 
ever, the work will be useful. The very 
violence of it is likely to awaken at- 
tention and arouse the public to the 
need of being more careful in granting 
‘franchises hereafter. on

. THREE RIVERS. 

NDER the title, ““‘Three Rivers,” 

Gen. Joseph P. Farley has com- 

piled into a volume an interesting 

séries of papers. In each of them his- 
tory, description, reminiscence, autobi- 
ography, criticism and anecdote are min- 
gled in a haphazard way. It is therefore 
difficult to classify the work. It is in- 
deed a collection of random writings of 
personal opinions and experiences inter- 


ous sources. The title is derived from 
the fact that the papers are based upon 
incidents more or less cOmnected with 
three rivers: The Hudson, the Poto- 
‘mac and the James. — 

‘Gen. Farley calls his book “A Retro- 
spect of Peace and War.’ A native of 
Maryland and a graduate of West Point, 
he ‘had Southern affiliations and a 
Northern education. During the Civil 
War he’ was saved the task of making 
choice between the South and the North 
by the fact that Maryland did not se- 
cede. He was graduated with the class 
of 1861 and immediately entered the 
army and engaged in service along the 
Potomac and the James. The reminis- 
cences, however, are not wholly of a 
military character. The General had 
many friends in the South and records 
pleasant recollections of some of the 
stateliest and most hospitable hdémes 
along those historic rivers. : 

The most notable feature of the work 
is the defense of Gen. McClellan and his 
plan of campaign. The author argues 
that the failure of the Peninsular cam- 
paign was due solely to interference 
from Washington. He says: “At the 
outset, of any war upon which our na- 
tion embarks, there will inevitably be 
sacrifices of reputation, for which even 
our best young soldiers must. be pre- 
pared, and this will ever continue until 
our people shall be brought to realize 
the consequences resulting from a state 
of unpreparedness for war." 

Outside of the critical and technical 
military features of the book, many of 
the chapters will be found interesting to 
the general reader by reason of the an- 
ecdotes which enliven the pages and 
give glimpses of army life, and of life in 
the homes of the old aristocratic fam- 
ilies of Richmond, Washington and New 
York. A tumber of handsome full-page 
illustrations from water colors by the 
author add to the attractiveness of the 
book. —

OPERATED UPON. 





New Seat of Trouble Found and 
Knife Is Resorted to 
Once More. 





A second surgical operation was per- 
formed on Harry Howell's arm Friday 
in the effort to restore that member to 
its one-time efficiency. 

A month ago an incision three inches 
long was made in the arm by Dr.A. 
H. Hamel, and two muscles were sewed 
together with catgut. The*pitcher had 
found that he could not thr a ball, 
using any speed or ranstieeen, curve 
the ball, without great pain. 

An investigation showed that there 
was no break in the muscle proper, but 
that the tissue which held the muscles 
together was broken. The sinews were 
sewed together, so that they might be 
reunited by the natural growth. 

The operation, apparently was a suc- 
cess, as Howell was able to throw with- 
in a week after the operation was per- 
formed. 

He tried to ‘‘cut loose,’’ and found the 
new tissue as strong as in the old days, 
but on the other side of his arm a new 
severe pain appeared. It was in this 
region that yesterday’s operation was 
performed. 

The incision was made in the part of 
the upper arm that rests against ihe 
bedy, when the arm was at rest. Two 
estranged muscles were sewed together 
as in the first, operation.

The first operation cured 
the fault it was directed against, and 
he believes when this cut has healed 
he will be able to go into active 
training, and eventually, to pitch 
again.

Probably these discrepancies 
petween the two forms of statement cor- 
rect the discrepancies in last Saturday’s 
statements, which were also’ rather 
striking.

SECURITY MARKET 
S PEDENDING ON 
MONEY SITUATION 


LONDON, April 9.—It is aow distinct- 

ly evident here that everything centers 
on the money situation. Considered in 
its details the outlook ts perplexing; but 
one thing at least is tolérably certain. 
Events are shaping towards-a renewal 
of considerable stringency and possibly 
of a sharp international inqulry ‘for 
gold. 
' In spite of your country’s unsually ad- 
verse position in the matter of foreign 
trade, it is believed that you could tura 
the exchanges in your favor at Any mo- 
ment if your banks were tp force 
hquidation of cotton and other produce 
temporarily held back from market 
Prevalent 2stimates of such holdings of 
ectton alone run well into the millions. 
N: vertheless, no one is predicting con- 
fidently what policy your markets will 
pursue. 

Despite your gold shipments’ to’ Lon- 
don, the probability of an early fur-}. 
ther rise in the Bank of England rate 
is increasing. India and Brazil will take 
more gold from here, and the Bank 
of France is less willing than hereto- 
fore to render assistance—partly be- 
cause of its own couxtry’s require- 
ments, partly because of large ad- 
vances already madé to Berlin, and 
partly, also, because of suspicions re- 
garding London's gamble in rubber 
shares. 

It is still the bank’s policy, how- 
ever, to avoid a higher rate, if posst- 
ble. One reason for this is the belief 
that if our bank rate rises again, liqul- 
dation on your produce markets might 
begin, and the exchanges turn in your 
favor. 

London’s boom in rubber and oil 
shares continues at a pitch of absolute 
mania. Nevertheless, it is not felt that 
the climax has yet been reached, or that 
it -will come immediately, unless through 
an outright money squeeze. There were 
two days of reaction this week, but aft- 
er that prices again showed their for- 
mer strength.

Mrs. Richardson, chosen president of 
the socioty at its first meeting, said 
Saturday the plan to be followed is one 
o; study and not one of radicalism or 
sensationalism, 

“We seek the franchise for women,” 
said Mrs. Richardson, “and we believe 
it will be much more quickly accom- 


plished through study than through sen- 
sational demonstrations. 
Study te Be Attractive. 

“Our studies will be along social eco- 
nomic lines, and through the attractive- 
ness of our work and the interest in the 
lectures, which will be hea-d in St. 
Louis, we expéct to greatly increase the 
membership of the society. 

“There is to be nothing militant about 
the organization. While we shall be 
aggressive, vigorous and energetic in a 
way, it will atways be within good form 
and good taste,” 

The meeting Friday afternoon was 
called by a committee headed by Mrs. 
Richardson. Invitations were sent to 
several hundred women. Eighty attend- 
ed the meeting, and 70 became mem- 
bers of the society. Fifteen others, who 
were unable to be present, notified Mrs 
Richardson they wished to join.

The society was organized under the 
directions of Mrs. Alice. C. Mulkey, 
State organizer of the National Amer- 
ican Women’s Suffrage Association, 
who had charge of the meeting until 
the officers were elected.
